.include the 55 expelled from the United States bn Tuesday. The 
numbers of American diplomatic workers in the Soviet Union date 
to late last week, ary] do not include the 10 expelled on Sunday and 
Wednesday. If is not known from what category, diplomatic or staff, 
the Soviet reductions must come.
